SEED LOAN FORGERY 
BRINGS PRISON TERM 


Calhoun County Man Enters 
Guilty Plea in Federal 
Court. 


ALBANY, Ga.., A 
S. D. Johnson, of Arlington, Calhoun 
county, was sentenced by Federal 
Judge Bascom Deaver today to 
serve a year and a day in the federal 
penitentiary for forgery in connection 
with obtaining a federal seed loan in 
the spring of 1931. 

Johnson was charged with causing 
the name of . H. McMichael, Buena 
Vista, Ga., loan representative of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Company, 
to be forged to a landlord’s waiver to 
a government crop mortgage. 

Walter Jones, same address, on trial 
with Johnson, swore that he signed 
the name of Mr. McMichael to the 
mortgage at the request of Johnson 
and after Johnson said that Mr. 
MeMichael had told Johnson that it 
was all right to do so, and that John- 
son spelled out the name for Jones 
to sign for the reason that Jones could 
not spell. 


After two hours of testimony John- 
son withdrew his plea of not guilty 
and entered a plea of guilty. A ver- 
dict of not guilty was then taken in 
the Walter Jones case. Prosecution 
of the case was directed by Assistant 
United States Attorney A. Edward 
Smith, of Macon. The evidence of 
forgery was collected by F. W. Allen, 
special agent bureau of investigation, 
department of justice, Birmingham, 
and Roy Harrell, supervisor farmers’ 
seed loan office, Fitzgerald.

EFFECTS OF BOOM 
ON UTLITY SHOWN 


Witness Tells of Valua- 
tion of Florida, Georgia 
Companies in Recent 
Years. 


WASHINGTON, April 7.—()— 
The effect of the collapse of the 
Florida boom on the Florida Power 
Corporation was described today at 
the closing hearing on the Georgia 
Power and Light Company, an .cffili- 
ate of the Florida Corporation. 

Judson C. Dickerman, trade com- 
mission engineer-examiner, was the 
last witness to be called and gave 
technical testimony on the properties 
and operations of both companies. 

Responding to questions by Robert 
E. Healy, commission’s chief counsel, 
Dickerman said the Florida corpora- 
tion’s management was “keenly watch- 
ful @f operating expenses and eager 
for any available business.” 

He said the collapse of the Florida 
boom, however, had left the company 
“with heavy capital commitments and 
an overbuilt property for the br iness 
in hand.” 

Asked specifically about the state 
of the company’s affairs, he said that 
“substantially, $3,800,000, or nearly 
15 per cent of the Florida company’s 
fixed capital of $25,000,000 as of De- 
cember 31. 1930, represented prop- 
erty no longer useful, write-ups of in- 
tangible values and write-ups reflect- 
ing boom conditions.” 

On the basis of two appraisals some 
10 years ago, he said, the values of 
the properties were written up _ be- 
tween $600,000 and $700,000.

ST. JOHNS, Newfoundland, April 
7.—(/)—With a defiant refusal to re- 
sign, Sir Richard Squires today re- 
frained from outlining Newfound- 
land’s future policy. 

The prime minister, back at his 
desk after a sudden return to the city 
from a 24-hour absence last night, as- 
serted he had “absolutely no intention 
whatever of tendering my fresigna- 
tion.” 

The. government, meanwhile, was 
represented as being unaware of re- 
ports if London that Great Britain 
had ordered a warship to St. Jobns. 
The London Evening Standard said 
the action was contemplated in antici- 
pation of further disorders among 4a 
bitter citizenry that Tuesday, 10,000 
strong, stormed the old colonial build- 


ng.

It is expected at tomorrow's 
meeting: this report will receive the 
indorsement of the organization, which 
is the oldest chamber, not only in the 
United States, but in the world, hav- 


‘ing been organized before the Amer- 
ican revolution. 


The committee has collected federal 


statistics concerning intoxicating liq- 


uors, national and state statistics on 
alcoholism, arrests for drunkenness, 
on insanity, prison population, crim- 
inal cases in federal courts, seizures of 
illicit stills and on many other mat- 
ters which are alleged to point to the 
failure of prohibition, or at least to 
show prohibition has not produced the 
benefits its supporters claim, 

‘’he committee also sets forth in de- 
tail the complete failure of prohibi- 
tion in all .other countries where 
adopted. Evidence is presented which 
indicates that the United States has 
more illicit distilleries and speak- 
easies in operation today than licensed 
distilleries and saloons in pre-prohibi- 
tion times. The difficulties of en- 
forcement are considered insurmount- 
a 
to substantiate this conclusion. ‘The 
economic aspects of prohibition are 
discussed, and various estimates of in- 
dividuals and authorities upon the na- 
tion’s loss as a result of prohibition 
are included. 

The dismal failure of the prohibi-
